Wisdom of Extracting Sections from 


Hive Called Into Question. 


AH a. rule, this question will have 


to be answered In tho negative. It la 
too much fussing for the little gain 
derived from the operation. However, 
there aro exceptional caHes when it is 
not only denlrublo but In a nma.ll way 
profitable. 


During the many years of my bee- 


keeping conditions have occasionally 
DOBII such that 1 felt the desire to ox- 
tract sections, writes G. C. Grelner in 
Koo Culture; but as I thought it could 
not be clone without running too much 
risk of breaking the combs fro.-n the 
wood, and, besides, not 
having any 


convenient riK to do the jot) In a satis- 
factory way, i have never, until lately,

made the attempt. I have always let 
my bees do the extracting—that is, any 
unfinished sections which I reserved 
for next season's halt-combs I set out 
for tho bees to hnlp themselves. Thla 
IB an easy way to got these sections 
cleaned out; but It has the dlsadvan- 
taKo 'that the colonies that don't need 
any feortlnK KOt It all, or nearly all, 
while those that are sorely in need of 
stores get very little if any. 


We may take It for granted that no 


bee-keeper would even 
think ot ex- 


trnctir.K finished sections, or evon such 
unfinished sections as could bo profit- 
ably disposed of as chunk honey, or 
used otherwise 
to 
advantage. 
But 


some seasons produce a certain kind 
nt unfinished sections that seemed to 
bo made for tho extractor. 
According 


to the 
peculiarities ot 
different sea- 


sons' honey-Hows, we have two distinct 
types of unfinished sections. One kind 
Is partly built out. some 
not 
larger 


than the 
Inside of a 
hand, but 
all 


drawn out. tilled with honey, and every 
coll capped over, while tho other Is 
nil built and drawn out, 
filled more 


or less with honey, but little. If any, 
cupped. The past season produced In 
this 
locality, with 
tho 
exception of 


vory little finished honay (where bait- 
combs had been supplied) the latter 
kind. 


DuritiK tho five days of white-clover 


honey-flow, lasting from the 26th until 
tho 30th ol' .Tune, honey was gathered 
!ii' such 
quantities that 
tho 
comb- 


builders had all they could do to fur- 
nish storage for tho Incoming nectar; 
and when the combs wero 
built 
and 


drawn out they were also filled with 
honey, and about ready to bo capped. 
Just then tho Honey-How ceased: and 
BO complete was tho following failure 
that not tho least progress was made 
In sections for the remainder of the 
season, although enough was gathered 
most of the time tor bees to live on 
and to store a little In the brood-cham- 
ber.

trouble;

scarce, the little that those sections 
contained looked bis In my eyes, which 
.Induced mo to try the extractor. 


As I said before, I had no conveni- 


ent way to extract sections; but being 
anxious to try the experiment, a few 
minutes' work solved tho problem. 


The accompanying' drawing. Fig. 1, 


represents a, little 
adjustable 
shelf 


that is suspended by wire hooks into 
the upper part ot the extractor-basket, 
as shown at Fig. 2. It is made of half- 
Inch lumber and fits loosely Into the 
comb-basket. 
The dotted lines show 


tho position ot tho wires on the under 
side of 
the 
shelt, whore 
they 
are 


fastened by two little staples clinched 
above. The shelt should not he hung 
too low. 
It tho sections project above 


the basket enough for a hold, it will 
make it all the more convenient. 
If 


wo use the 
precaution of reversing 


the basket twice, or, In other words, 
if we reverse the basket after part ot 
the contents is thrown out from one 
side by moderate speed, before trying 
to make a clean sweep, It is almost im- 
possible to detach the combs from the 
wood or even bond them out bt shape. 
If they are reasonably fastened to the 
sides.

MICRO-ORGANISMS. 


The Part They Play In Rendering the 


Soil Available for Crops. 


Organic matter (that is, animal and 


vegetable matter) in Its various 
pro- 


cesses ot decomposition in the soil Is 
called humus. The products of this de- 
composition 
aro ammonia, carbonic 


acid and water. The agencies! in this 
work are micro-organisms In the soil. 
The ammonia la Converted by other 
micro-organisms into nitrous and nitric 
acid. 
The carbonic acid acts on tlie 


mineral elements ot the soil and aids 
in rendering them more soluble and 
available to tho plant. 
The work of 


those lower organisms Is important. 
German and French Investigators have 
round from 500,000 to 900,000 germs in 
a gram ot soil (less than, halt a cubic 
inch). 
These 
micro-organisms 
can 


only exist where organic matter is 
present, and will be many or few as 
organic matter is abundant or scarce, i 
They aro dormant when tho tempera- , 
turo of the soil is below 39 degrees P., 
or above 115 degrees F.; 
dormant 


when tho moisture content oE the soil 
falls below eight to ten per cent., or 
about one inch in depth of water to 
one toot in depth ot soil; dormant 
when the soil is fully saturated with 
water, ar.d dormant when air is exclud- 
ed either by too much water in tho 
soil or by soli compaction. 
They, are 


most active when the soil is about half 
saturated; that is, from 20 to 30 per 
cent, of the bulk ot the soil, or say 16 
to 20 pounds of water to each cubic 
foot of soil, and whoa the temperature 
ot tho soil is 75 to 00 degrees F., and 
the air has free access to supply oxy- 
gen.—R. H. Hilton.
